Among them 
are sixty families, having 213 children.

A n E x c i t i n g E x p e r i m e n t i n t h e P e ­ 
t r o l e u m R e g i o n s . 
Pittsburg Dispatch. 
J o h n W ard, one of the watchm en od duty 
during the filling o! the new oil pipe line, 
gives an interesting account of w hat he 
saw. 
T he hue crosses M iner's Hun, or its 
head waters, at a place called M cC lure’s 
Springs. Mere there Is a quite a depression 
in the ground. 
F rom this place to the 
residence ut Mr. lloidiog, some six miles 
beyond, there is a gradual rise; this the oil 
had to clim b atter parsing the hollow al 
the spring. 
“ I was told,” said

w atch well this hollow , as the oil had 
aocended the K ettle C reek m ountain, and 
was com iLg. 
I repaired to the hollow ana 
lay some hours there, w hen I heard a 
sound like a heavy w ind, and presently 
heard the oil gurgling past. 
I waited some 
tim e. 
T here was no leakage, and all 
seemed perfect. 
I thought th at the pipe 
line was a success for sure, and so left my 
position and passed along to see if It wa 
all rig h t ahead. 
I had gone some two 
miles when I rtceiyed a dispatch to w atch 
well the hollow and no. leave it for some 
tim e, so I hastened back.

my 
astonishm ent w hen I saw the place I ha J 
left a short tim e before so tam e, now h is­ 
sing at 10,000 points. 
Jets of oil were hy­ 
ing tw enty feet bigb and hundreds ol bar­ 
rels bow ing dow n M iner's run, never to 
see a m arket. 
“I thought the pipe was gone up sure 
A t first I was atrald to approach it, but 
soon grew viliant, and w ith calking chisel 
I set to work to stop the leak. 
I made 
poor headw ay. 
I had taken otT m y coat, 
the w hizzing oil carried aw ay my hat, and 
I very soon became thoroughly' drenched 
w ith oil. 
My pockets and m y hair and 
eyes were full, and if I was not then un 
oil m an I would like to know w nat consti­ 
tutes one. 
I at length grew sick, and sup­ 
posed I would have to give up and all 
Would be lost, w hen all at once the w hiz­ 
zing stopped, and instead of an out pressure, 
I could near aa in draw ing—a suction of 
air. 
I now realized the fact that the oil 
had all this time been clim bing the u p ­ 
grade to Mr. H olding's, but was now on 
the d e s c e n tjo r P ine Bottom Hun.

caused a suction, and relieved the hollow et 
the springs. 
“I again waited som e tim e w hen I r e ­ 
ceived a dispatch to hasten to H aney Ville 
that the pipe was bursiiog. 
I procured a 
horse and w ent w ith all spetd.

arrived ibe people there w ere greatly e x ­ 
cited. 
The pipe was throbbing and w hiz­ 
zing at every pore. 
M cClure {Springs way 
now here. 
The oil was spouting irom the 
pipe lur miles. I m ade no attem pt to calk. 
I knew irom experience at M o i lure’s

A GOOD DAY FOR MOBS, 
for o d this very same day Montpelier sig­ 
nalized ber devotion to oppression and 
wrong by mobbing Samuel J. May, aud 
the president of the bank and twenty live 
of ber principal citizens ordered bim to 
leave. 
Who eau forge’, and, yet. who can 
fully realize, that as late as the 18th day of 
May, 1838, that beautiful temple, known as 
Pennsylvania Hall, costing $40,000 and 
Dedicated to free tbougbt and free speech, 
was burned to the ground by a mob ! And 
then, as it to be consistent with wb-t was 
to follow, in later years, and further to 
satiate its vengeance, it burned the asylum 
kuown as a “Shelter for Colored Or­ 
phans !*’ 
Mr. Chairman and fellow-citizens, well 
might this country then, well may this 
country to-day, heed that Persian proverb, 
which says, “Beware of the cries of the 
orphan for his cries reach the throne of the 
Almighty.” 
It could not be otherwise than that this 
accursed mob spirit should claim its mar­ 
tyr. It found him at lest, when on the 7lh 
oi November, 1837, Elijah P. Lovejoy, at 
North Alton, fell riddled .with bulle’s, ana 
weltering in his own blood. Then Old 
Faoeuil Hall closed her doors, and said 
that no remonstrance must be heard with­ 
in them. 
Aud theo it was that a new Bos­ 
ton seemed to rise out of the sea ! The 
Old Temple of liberty was forced to open 
her doors, and when the rourlog mob 
(•hook her irom foundation to turret for 
the first time. 
Wendell Phillips, a young, 
unknown lawyer, rose and without a mo- 
ineni’* warning to anybody hurled his fiery 
darts into the boiling mass. The mob, 
astonished and dhzed for the moment, broke 
foith rn indescribable rage, aud with 
clenched fists yelled, shrieked, 
hissed, 
"lake it back J” “Take it back ! Pale, 
impassioned, inspired, he hurled the defi­ 
ance into their teeth, “I will never take 
it back !” And 
by 
the 
majesty 
ol 
his power, aod the might of his intellect, 
he 
OW ED THAT BRUTAL MOB 


in Faneuil Hall. He did not take it back. 
And whatever we may say of his eccen- 
incities of thought or action, God bless 
nis noble soul. 
[Applause] 
He never 
u&s taken it back from that day to this. 
[Applause.] 
Right there began a new era m Ameri­ 
can politics. The way was opened which 
f-eveuteen years later made the formation 
ot the Republican party a necessity. Men 
like Orestes A. Bronson, Eimund Quincy, 
Wm. E. Channing, Ralph Waldo Emer­ 
g e , Henry Wilson, Charles Sumner and 
hundreds of others girded on their armor; 
and while they differed as widely as men 
could as to the means and methods, on one 
ih'ng they were all united ; aud that was, 
that come what would, from the free soil 
of the North this hellish spirit of human 
slavery should be driven out.

live unmolested under municipal laws it it 
could, but under the broad tens of the fed­ 
eral constitution, from that time forth, lib­ 
erty, not threats must dominate.

applause.] The die was cast, and the re­ 
sult was inevitable. True, slavery, both In 
the South aod in the North, straightened 
us lines and strengthened its defences, it 
de men Jed new guaranties, which syco­ 
phantic politicians and corrupt commer­ 
cial interests were only too eager to grant; 
but it was this

which broke the spring. 
The conscience 
of the nation reacted,and the party whose 
twenty-fifth anniversary we celebrate here 
to-day sprang lull panoplied into life and 
power.

its career, retreading 
the rugged paths over which it has passed ; 
recasting the great war cloud under which, 
through toil and tears, and blood and sacri­ 
fice, it marched by faith alone—tell me, 
men of Ohio, tell me, men of Michigan, 
tell me, men of Wisconsin and the North­ 
west, it it ever gained anything by truck­ 
ling compromise or Ignoble surrender ?

Who said 
that? Old Zach Chandler [tumult of ap­ 
plause] of Michigan ! Which man stood by 
his guns then ? which man stands by them 
now ? 
Before 
whom 
did 
traitors 
in the United States Senate tremble in 
1861 ? Before whom do they tremble to­ 
day ? 
Fellow citizens, I have thus retraversed 
these red and rugged fields of history, not 
for purposes of complaint or spying out 
differences, if I could ; but rather for the 
purpose of congratulating you, and with 
you the people of the whole country, that 
as the Republican party WPS solid and 
united in 1804, as it was solid and united 
in 1860, as it speedily became solid and 
united again in 1861, so on this, the 20th 
anniversary day of its life, it is more solid, 
united and determined than it has been at 
any time during the last six years of it9 
existence.

Accepting this 
welcome fact, and leaving to others the 
offices of criticism, we come here to-day 
only to remember the lessons and the glor­ 
ies of the past and to prepare, if we can, 
for the realities of the future.

equally enforced, North, South. East aud 
West. 
On this ground, the Republican 
party can stand ; on this rock It can plant 
its bret, and the gates of bell shall not pre­ 
vail against it! [Loud aod long continued 
applause.] 
The obligation of the government to en­ 
force Jaw is co-operative with the obliga­ 
tion of the citizen to obey law.

thought and free speech can be tolerated 
in the South as iu the North, then peace 
and reconciliation will come to say ; but to 
expect these ou any other conditions is to 
jest with the subject.

me South could and have uttered their 
seutimeuN a* freely and safely on the soil 
of New Eugland a* in the State of Missis­ 
sippi or 3oulh Carolina ! 
But to say that 
any Northern Republican could prosecute 
a political canvas* in the ttoutb, relieved 
from personal danger, is to

know who liberated him, and where his 
rights will find protection, is one of those 
delusions, among mauy, which slavery left 
as a legacy to the While man. This move­ 
ment will go on, unless returning reason 
will arrest it, aud tnua the law of self in- 
lnttretl end self-protection may work out 
and solve a problem which cannon balls 
could never do. 
Would to God that it 
might be so. 
Aud in the meantime, fellow citizens, 
let us push on the grand old column of 
Republicanism to its day of jubilee ! For 
in that glad hour, American civilization 
shall triumph and this land be dotted over 
with happy homes Irom the lakes to the 
gulf, from the rivers to the sea.
